TO  THE  TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  NEWARK. 

Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap  Free  Library  have  great  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Twenty-second  Annual  Report,  which  is  for  the  year 
ending  July  31st,  1905,  and  also  in  placing  on  record  the  continued 
increase  in  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

Lending  Library. — During  the  year,  the  Lending  Library  has 
been  open  296  days  ;  the  total  number  of  books  issued  being  48,869 
with  a  daily  average  of  165.  This  compared  with  the  previous  year  is 
an  increase  of  2,282  in  the  total,  and  5  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  301  new  borrowers  ;  68  tickets  have 
been  cancelled  ;  9  Students'  tickets  have  also  been  issued,  and  2  can- 
celled. The  present  number  of  tickets  available  for  use  being  2,972, 
of  which  126  are  Students'  tickets. 

214  New  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock  ;  212  by  purchase, 
and  2  by  donations  :  26  volumes  have  been  re-placed  ;  178  have  been 
bound,  and  6  withdrawn.  The  present  Stock  of  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment is  6,91 1  volumes. 

In  March,  the  Committee  desiring  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library,  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 

"  Resolved  that  any  person  above  the  age  of  14  years,  residing 
outside  the  Borough  of  Newark,  but  within  a  radius  of  six  miles,  on 
payment  of  an  Annual  Subscription  of  2s.  6d.,  and  by  procuring  the 
Signature  of  a  Newark  burgess  on  a  guarantee  form  may  obtain  a 
Borrower's  ticket.  Additional  tickets  to  persons  residing  in  the  same 
house  can  be  obtained  at  an  Annual  Subscription  of  1/6." 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  availed  themselves  of  this 
privilege  is  only  small,  but  no  doubt  many  others  will  do  so  when  the 
advantages  of  the  Library  become  known  to  them. 

Children's  Library. — In  the  Children's  Libarary  12,509 
volumes  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  being  42. 
This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  501  volumes. 
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Tickets  have  been  issued  to  142  new  borrowers  ;  52  tickets  have 
been  cancelled.     The  total  number  of  borrowers  being  844. 

26  New  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock  ;  2  volumes  have 
been  re-placed  ;  1  volume  has  been  withdrawn,  and  54  has  been  bound. 
The  present  stock  numbers  11,84  volumes. 

Reference  Library.- -To  this  department  18  volumes  have  been 
added  during  the  year  ;  1 2  by  purchase  and  6  by  donations.  The 
present  Stock  is  1,278. 

2,799  volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  on  the  premises, 
being  an  increase  of  220  volumes  above  last  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  large  number  of  persons  who  visit  the 
Reading  Rooms  daily  is  a  sufficient  indication  that  they  still  maintain 
their  popularity  and  usefulness. 

These  rooms  are  supplied  with  15  daily,  and  47  weekly  papers  ; 
also  with  48  monthly,  and  3  quarterly  magazines  and  periodicals  ;  a 
total  of  1 13,  of  which  33  are  presented. 

General.— The  entire  Stock  of  the  Library  is  9,373  volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  251  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  books 
issued  in  all  departments  is  64,177,  the  average  per  day  being  217. 
This  is  an  increase  of  3,003  in  the  total  and  7  in  the  daily  average. 

At  the  Annual  Stock-taking  in  July,  the  books  were  carefully 
examined,  and  again  we  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  all  books  were 
accounted  for  and  the  condition  of  the  Stock  was  very  satisfactory. 
This  is  the  eighth  year  in  succession  that  the  work  of  the  Library  has 
been  conducted  without  loss,  and  during  that  time  436,410  volumes 
have  been  issued. 

A  New  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  all  the  books  added  since  1902 
has  been  compiled  by  the  Librarian  and  is  now  on  sale  at  the  Library. 

The  General  Catalogue  is  sold  at  6d.,  and  the  Supplement  at  Id. 
This  is  considerably  less  than  cost  price  and  borrowers  are  recommended 
to  provide  themselves  with  a  copy  of  each  to  save  inconvenience  and 
loss  of  time  when  changing  books. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  which  may  be  consulted  for  further 
information,  accompany  this  Report.

TO  THE  TOWN   COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  NEWARK. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  their  Twenty-third  Annual  Report,  which 
is  for  the  year  ending  31st  July,  1906.  your  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap 
Free  Library  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  the  steady  growth  and 
increase  in  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

Lending  Library.—  During  the  year,  the  Lending  Library  has 
been  open  290  days  ;  the  total  number  of  books  issued  being  50,578, 
which  makes  a  daily  average  of  174.  This  compared  with  last  year  is 
an  increase  of  1,709  in  the  total  issues,  and  of  9  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  298  new  borrowers  ;  103  tickets  have 
been  cancelled  ;  23  Students'  tickets  have  also  been  issued,  and  6  can- 
celled. The  present  number  of  tickets  available  for  use  being  3,184,  of 
which  143  are  Students'  tickets. 

327  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock  ;  284  by  purchase,  7  by 
donations,  and  36  by  transfer  from  the  Reference  Library  ;  24  volumes 
have  been  re-placed  ;  202  have  been  bound,  and  6  withdrawn.  The 
present  stock  of  the  Lending  Department  is  7,232  volumes. 

Children's  Library. — In  the  Children's  Library,  12,771  volumes 
have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  being  44.  This  is 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  262  volumes. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  106  new  borrowers  ;  62  tickets  have 
cancelled.     The  total  number  of  borrowers  being  888. 

60  New  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock  ;  2  volumes  have  been 
re-placed,  and  73  have  been  bound.  The  present  stock  numbers  1,244 
volumes. 

Reference  Library. — To  this  department  24  volumes  have  been 
added  during  the  year  ;  17  by  purchase  and  7  by  donations  ;  36  volumes 
have  been  transferred  to  the  Lending  Library.  The  present  stock 
numbers  1,266  volumes. 


2,905  volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  on  the  premises, 
being  an  increase  of  10G  volumes  above  last  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  be  an 
exceedingly  popular  department  of  the  Library,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
notice  that  the  arrangements  made  for  the  comfort'and  convenience  of 
the  frequenters  are  very  much  appreciated. 

These  rooms  are  supplied  with  15  daily,  and  48  weekly  papers; 
also  with  42  monthly,  and  3  quarterly  magazines  and  periodicals  ;  a 
total  of  108,  of  which  33  are  presented. 

_  General. — The  entire  Stock  of  the  Library  is  9,742  volumes,  being 
an  increase  of  369  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  Books  issued 
in  all  departments  is  66,254,  the  average  per  day  being  228.  This  is 
an  increase  2,077  in  the  total,  and  11  in  the  daily  average. 

The  Annual  Stock-taking  took  place  in  July,  when  the  books  were 
carefully  examined,  and  for  the  first  time  in  nine  years  one  volume  was 
missing  from  the  shelves  and  cannot  be  accounted  for.  The  general 
condition  of  the  Stock  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  which  may  be  consulted  for  further 
information,  accompany  this  Report.

In  submitting  to  you  their  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Eeport 
for  the  year  ending  31st  July,  1907,  your  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap 
Free  Library  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  the  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year,  which  shows  that  the  various  departments 
have  maintained  their  great  usefulness  and  popularity. 

Lending  Library.— During  the  year  the  Lending  Library 
has  been  open  275  days,  the  total  number  of  books  issued  being 
49.273,  which  makes  a  daily  average  of  179.  This,  compared  with 
last  year,  is  a  decrease  of  1,305  in  the  total  issues,  but  an  increase 
of  5  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  276  new  borrowers,  75  tickets  have! 
been  cancelled  :  37  Students'  tickets  have  also  been  issued,  and  6 
cancelled  :  the  present  number  of  tickets  available  for  use  being, 
3,416.  of  which  174  are  Students'  tickets. 

309  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock— 305  by  purchase,  and 
4  by  donations  ;  36  Volumes  have  been  replaced,  199  have  been' 
bound,  and  1  withdrawn.  The  present  stock  of  the  Lending 
Library  is  » .540  Volumes. 

Children's  Library.- In  the  Children's  Library  12.229 
Volumes  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  being 
44.     This  is  a  decrease  of  542  Volume's   under   last 'year,  the  daily 

average  being  the  same. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  103  new  borrowers.  58  tickets  have 
been  cancelled,  the  total  number  of  borrowers  being  933. 

47  Xew  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock,  6  Volumes  have 
been  replaced,  30  Volumes  have  been  bound,  and  2  withdrawn. 
The  presen:  Stock  numbers  1,289  Volumes. 

Reference  Library.— To  this  department  70  Volumes  have 
been  added  during  the  year — 65  by  purchase,  and  5  by  donations. 
The  present  Stock  numbers  1.336  Volumes. 


2,848  Volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  on  the  premises, 
the  daily  average  being  10.  This  is  a  decrease  of  57  compared  with 
last  year,  the  average  remaining  the  same 

Reading  Rooms.— The  Beading  Rooms  are  supplied  with 
15  daily  and  49  weekly  papers  ;  also  with  45  monthly,  and  3 
quarterly  magazines  and  periodicals  ;  a  total  of  112,  of  which  31  are 
presented. 

No  record  is  kept  of  the  number  of  persons  using  the  Reading 
Rooms,  but  that  they  are  still  highly  appreciated  is  sufficiently 
demonstrated  by  the  large  number  of  visitors  daily,  especially  in  the 
evenings,  when  the  accommodation  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  meet 
the  requirements. 

General. — The  entire  Stock  of  the  Library  is  10,165  Volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  423  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
Books  issued  in  all  departments  is  64,300,  the  average  per  day  being 
234.  This,  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  is  a  decrease  of 
1.904  in  the  total  issues,  and  an  increase  of  6  in  the  daily  average. 

The  Annual  Stock-taking  took  place  in  May,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  all  Books  were  accounted  for,  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  Stock  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  Library  was  closed  in  June  for  fourteen  days  while  the 
whole  of  the  interior  was  painted  and  decorated.  This  accounts 
for  the  decrease  in  the  total  issues. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables,  which  may  be  consulted  for 
further  information,  accompany  this  Report.

Your  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap  Free  Library  present  to  you 
their  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Report,  which  is  for  the  year  ending  3 1  st 
July,  1908. 

Lending  Library.— During  the  year,  the  Lending  Library  has 
been  open  293  days  ;  the  total  number  of  books  issued  being  52,840, 
which  makes  a  daily  average  of  180.  Compared  with  last  year  this  is 
an  increase  of  8,5(37  in  the  total  issues,  and  an  increase  of  1  in  the 
daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  262  new  borrowers  ;  and  81  tickets 
have  been  cancelled  ;  22  Students'  tickets  have  also  been  issued  and  5 
cancelled;  the  present  number  of  tickets  available  for  use  is  0,6 14,  of 
which  191  are  Students'  tickets. 

Additions  to  the  Lending  Library  number  292  volumes— 279  by 
purchase,  and  13  by  donations  ;  39  volumes  have  been  replaced  ;  113 
have  been  bound,  and  3  withdrawn.    The  present  stock  is  7,829  volumes. 

Children's  Library. — In  the  Children's  Library  13,234  volumes 
have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  being  45.  This  is 
an  increase  of  1,005  in  the  total  issues  compared  with  last  year,  and  of 
1  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  granted  to  101  new  borrowers,  and  60  old 
tickets  have  been  cancelled  ;  the  number  of  tickets  available  for  use 
being  974. 

41  New  Books  have  been  added  to  the  Stock  ;  16  volumes  have 
been  replaced  ;  1  withdrawn,  and  46  volumes  have  been  bound.  The 
present  Stock  numbers  1,329  volumes. 


Reference  Library.  — 22  volumes  have  been  added  to  this 
department  during  the  year— 20  by  purchase;  and  2  by  donations.  The 
present  Stock  numbers  1,858  volumes. 

3,196  volumes  have  been  issued  in  this  department,  the  daily 
•average  being  10.  This  is  an  increase  of  348  in  the  total  issues,  and 
of  1  in  the  daily  average. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  still  maintain  their 
popularity  and  are  now  supplied  with  15  daily  and  51  weekly  papers  ; 
also  with  44  monthly,  and  4  quarterly  magazines  and  periodicals  ;  a  total 
of  114,  of  which  31  are  presented.  A  list  of  papers,  &c,  is  given  on 
pages  12  and  13  of  this  Report. 

General. — The  entire  Stuck  of  the  Library  is  10,516  volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  351  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  books 
issued  in  all  departments  is  69,270,  the  average  per  day  being  236. 
This,  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  is  an  increase  of  4,970  in  the 
total  issues,  and  of  2  in  the  daily  average. 

The  Annual  Stock-taking  took  place  in  July,  when  the  books  were 
carefully  examined,  and  again  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  all  books 
were  found  on  the  shelves  and  in  good  condition.

To  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Newark. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap  Free  Library  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Report,  which  is  for  the 
year  ending  31st  July,   1909. 

Lending"  Library. — The  Library  has  been  open  for  the  issue 
of  books  on  290  days  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  books 
issued  being  53,442,  which  makes  a  daily  average  of  184.  In 
comparison  with  last  year-  this  is  an  increase  of  602  in  the  total 
issues  and  of  4  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  340  new  borrowers ;  and  80 
tickets  have  been  cancelled;  76  Students'  tickets  have  also  been 
issued  and  11  cancelled;  the  present  number  of  tickets  available 
for  use  is  3,939,  of  which  256  are  Students'  tickets. 

295  books  have  been  added  to  the  stock;  291  by  purchase, 
and  4  by  donations  ;  20  volumes  have  been  re-placed ;  *210  have 
been  bound,  and  7  withdrawn.  The  present  stock  of  the  Lending 
Department  is  8,117  volumes. 

Children's  Library.  —  In  the  Children's  Library  13.266 
volumes  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average 
being  46.  This  is  an  increase  of  32  in  the  total  issues  compared 
with  last  year,  and  of  1  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  granted  to  142  new  borrowers,  and  39  old 
tickets  have  been  cancelled ;  the  number  of  tickets  at  present 
available  for  use  is  1,077. 

46  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year;  4  volumes 
have  been  re-placed;  1  withdrawn,  and  58  volumes  have  been 
bound.     The  present  Stock  numbers  1374  volumes. 


Reference  Library. — To  this  department  '20  volumes  have 
been  added  during  the  year — 18  by  purchase,  and  2  by  donations  ; 
the  present  Stock  consists  of  1,378  volumes. 

3,386  volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  on  the  premises, 
the  daily  average  being  12.  This  is  an  increase  of  190  in  the 
total  and  of  2  in  the  daily  average. 

Reading-  Rooms.—  The  Reading  Eooms  are  supplied  with  15 
daily  and  55  weekly  papers ;  also  with  47  monthly,  and  4 
quarterly  magazines  and  periodicals ;  a  total  of  121,  of  which  37 
are  presented.  A  list  of  papers,  &c,  is  given  on  pages  12  and  13 
of  this  Report. 

General. — The  entire  stock  of  the  Library  is  10,869  volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  353  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
books  issued  in  all  departments  is  70,094,  the  average  per  day 
being  242.  This,  compared  with  last  year,  is  an  increase  of  824 
in  the  total  issues,  and  of  6  in  the  daily  average. 

At  the  Annual  Stock-taking,  the  books  were  carefully 
examined,  and  it  is  again  satisfactory  to  report  that  every  book  was 
accounted  for. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  which  may  be  consulted  for  further 
information  accompany  this  Report.

TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Gilstrap  Free  Library  Committee 

For  the  Year  ending  31st  July,  1910. 


To  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Newark. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  the  Gilstrap  Free  Library  have  pleasure 
in  presenting  their  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report,  which  is  for 
the  year  ending  31st  July,  1910. 

Lending  Library. — The  Library  has  been  open  for  the  issue 
of  books  on  289  days  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  books 
issued  being  55,695,  which  makes  a  daily  average  of  193.  In 
comparison  with  last  year  this  is  an  increase  of  2,253  in  the  tota* 
issues,  and  of  9  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  272  new  borrowers,  and  72 
tickets  have  been  cancelled;  53  Students'  tickets  have  also  been 
issued  and  9  cancelled  ;  the  present  number  of  tickets  available 
for  use  is  4,183,  of  which  300  are  Students'  tickets. 

239  books  have  been  added  to  the  stock;  234  by  purchase, 
and  5  by  donations ;  12  volumes  have  been  re-placed;  162  have 
been  bound,  and  8  withdrawn.  The  present  stock  of  the  Lending 
Department  is  8,348  volumes. 

Children's  Library. — In  the  Children's  Library  14,057 
volumes  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  being 
48.  This  is  an  increase  of  791  in  the  total  issues,  and  of  2  in  the 
daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  granted  to  205  new  borrowers,  and  47 
tickets  have  been  cancelled  ;  the  number  of  tickets  at  present 
available  for  use  is  1,235. 

63  new  books  have  been  added  during  the  year  ;  3  volumes 
have  been  re-plac-d,  and  30  volumes  have  been  bound.  The 
present  stock  numbers  1,437  volumes. 


Reference  Library. — To  this  department  34  volumes  have 
been  added  during  the  year — 30  by  purchase,  and  4  by  donations. 
The  present  stock  consists  of  1,412  volumes. 

3,606  volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  in  the 
Reference  Room,  the  daily  average  being  12  ;  this  is  an  increase 
of  220  in  the  total,  the  daily  average  being  the  same  as  last  year. 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  continue  to  main- 
tain their  popularity,  and  are  now  supplied  with  15  daily  and  54 
weekly  papers  ;  also  with  45  monthly,  and  4  quarterly  magazines 
and  periodicals  ;  a  total  of  118,  of  which  38  are  presented.  A  list 
of  papers,  &c,  is  given  on  pages  12  and  13  of  Report. 

General. — The  entire  stock  of  the  Library  is  11,197  volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  328  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
books  issued  in  all  departments  is  73,358,  the  average  per  day 
being  254.  This,  compared  with  last  year,  is  an  increase  of  3,264 
in  the  total  issues,  and  of  12  in  the  daily  average. 

Although  there  has  been  no  new  development  during  the  year, 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  from  the  preceding  figures  that  each  depart- 
ment of  the  Library  has  maintained  its  popularity  and  usefulness. 
The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  Donors  of 
books,  periodicals,  &c,  during  the  past  year,  and  would  be  grateful 
for  gifts  of  books,  particularly  those  of  local  interest,  for  the 
Reference  Library,  where  they  may  be  consulted  at  any  time  by 
the  general  public. 

All  books  were  carefully  examined  at  the  Annual  Stock-taking, 
and  it  is  again  satisfactory  to  report  that  every  volume  was 
accounted  for. 

The  usual   Statistical    Tables    which    may    be    consulted    for 
further  information  accompany  this  Report.

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  their  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Repot 
which  is  for  the  year  ending  31st  July,  191 1,  your  Committ 
of  the  Gilstrap  Free  Library  have  much  pleasure  in  recordii 
the  steady  growth  and  increase   in  usefulness  of  the  Library. 

Lending  Library. — During  the  year  the  Lending  Library  h 
been  open  289  days  ;  the  total  number  of  books  issued  beir 
57,735,  which  makes  a  daily  average  of  200.  This,  compan 
with  last  year,  is  an  increase  of  2,040  in  the  total  issues,  and  of 
in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  229  new  borrowers  ;  81  ticke 
have  been  cancelled  ;  20  Students'  tickets  have  also  been  issue 
and  7  cancelled.  The  present  number  of  tickets  available  for  u 
being  4,344,  of  which  313  are  Students'  tickets. 

Additions  to  the  Lending  Library  number  281    volumes — 2:  \ 
by  purchase,  and  2  by  donations  ;    12  volumes  have  been  replace 
165  have  been  bound,   and  6  withdrawn.     The  present  stock 
8,623   volumes. 

Children's  Library. — In  the  Children's  Library  14,5 
volumes  have  been  issued  during  the  year,  the  daily  average  beir 
50.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  471  in  the  total  issu 
and  of  2  in  the  daily  average. 

Tickets  have  been  issued  to  102  new  borrowers;  51  ticke 
have  been  cancelled.     The  total  number  of  borrowers  being   128 


26  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  stock  ;  4  volumes  have 
been  replaced,  1  withdrawn  and  58  bound.  The  present  stock 
numbers  1,462  volumes. 

Reference  Library. — To  this  department  47  volumes  have 
been  added  during  the  year — 45  by  purchase,  and  2  by  donations; 
25  volumes  have  been  withdrawn,  and  5  bound.  The  present  stock 
consists  of  1,434  volumes. 

4,009  volumes  have  been  lent  for  consultation  in  the  Reference 
Room,  the  daily  average  being-  14;  this  is  an  increase  of  403  in 
the  total,  and  2  in  the  daily  average, 

Reading  Rooms. — The  Reading  Rooms  are  supplied  with  15 
daily  and  56  weekly  papers  ;  also  with  47  monthly,  and  5  quarterly 
magazines  and  periodicals  ;  a  total  of  123,  of  which  44  are  pre- 
sented. A  list  of  papers,  &c,  is  given  on  pages  12  and  13  of  this 
Report. 

General. — The  entire  stock  of  the  Library  is  11,519  volumes, 
being  an  increase  of  322  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
books  issued  in  all  departments  is  76,272,  the  average  per  day 
being  264.  This  compared  with  last  year,  is  an  increase  of  2,914 
in  the  total  issues,  and  of  10  in  the  daily  average. 

At  the  Annual  Stock-taking  the  books  were  carefully 
examined,  and  it  is  again  satisfactory  to  report  that  every  book 
was  accounted  for. 

The  usual  Statistical  Tables  which  may  be  consulted  for 
further  information  accompany  this  Report.

Genteemen, 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Twenty- 
linth  Annual  Report. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Garner  necessitated  the  appointment 
of  a  new  Librarian.  Out  of  107  applications  for  the  post,  and 
after   careful    consideration   of  the  testimonials,  and  interviews 

rith  the  selected  candidates,  the  Committee  unanimously 
ippointed  Mr.  Frank  Dallimore,  (Fellow  of  the  Library 
Association,  by  Exam.),  Sub-Librarian  of  the  Wimbledon  Public 

,ibrary.      Mr.  Dallimore  commenced   his  duties  on  March   1st. 

\y  his  advice,  and  under  his  care,  the  reorganization  and 
improvements  which  are  enumerated  in  this  Report  have  been 
carried  out. 


STOCK. 

The  stock  of  the  Library  now  numbers  10,296  volumes. 
The  Lending  Library  contains  7,277  volumes,  the  Reference 
Library  1,677  books  and  pamphlets,  and  the  Children's  Library 
1,342  volumes.  285  Volumes  have  been  added  during  the  year, 
196  to  the  Lending  Library,  57  to  the  Reference  Library,  and  32 
to  the  Children's  Library.  Of  these,  265  volumes  were  purchased, 
and  20  presented.  120  Volumes  have  been  replaced  by  new 
copies,  and  589  volumes  have  been  rebound. 

ISSUES. 

The  total  issues  for  the  year  were  70,397.  Of  this  total 
50,845  were  issued  from  the  Lending  Library,  13,818  from  the 
Children's  Library,  and  5,734  in  the  Reference  Library. 

TICKETS. 

The  number  of  ordinary  tickets  issued  to  borrowers  was 
220.  In  addition  41  Students'  Tickets  were  issued.  According 
to  the  Register,  there  are  4,251  ordinary  tickets,  and  355  students' 
tickets  available  for  use.  For  the  Children's  Library  1,486 
tickets  are  registered  as  available,  and  200  have  been  issued 
during  the  year. 

FINANCE. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ending  March  31st.  amounted  to 
£551  0s.  10d.,  and  the  expenditure  to  £482  16s.  3d.,  leaving  a 
balance  in  favour  of  the  Committee  of  £68  4s.  7d. 

DONORS. 

A  list  of  Donors  and  other  statistical  information  will  be 
found  in  the  appendix.  The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of 
again  tendering  their  thanks  to  the  Donors,  and  to  the  Editors  of 
the  Local  Newspapers  for  giving  publicity  to  the  lists  of  additions 
and  other  matters. 


LENDING    LIBRARY. 

The  stock  of  the  Lending  Library  has  undergone  a  thorough 
overhauling.  After  careful  examination  of  the  8,773  volumes 
recorded  in  the  Stock  Book,  it  has  been  found  that  only  6,601  are 
fit  for  circulation,  and  of  these  309  need  rebiuding.  1,264 
volumes  have  been  discarded,  as  they  are  out  of  print,  obsolete  or 
worthless,  and  676  will  be  replaced  by  new  copies.  Of  the 
remaining  232,  181  have  been  transferred  to  the  Children's 
Library,  and  31  to  the  Reference  Library.  The  whole  of  the 
stock  has  been  classified,  and  within  the  next  few  months  the 
books  will  be  renumbered,  an  Author  List  of  Fiction  and  Key  to 
the  Indicator  issued,  and  Class  Lists  of  Books  in  the  other  sections. 
Some  alteration  in  the  charging  system  will  be  made,  as  it 
is  proposed  to  use  an  Indicator  for  Fiction  only,  and  Card 
Charging  for  the  Non-Fiction  works.  The  number  of  tickets 
registered  as  available  for  use  is  by  no  means  correct.  The 
tickets  have  hitherto  not  been  issued  for  any  specific  period,  and 
consequently  many  of  those  that  are  now  on  the  Register  are  not 
in  use.  It  is  proposed  to  call  in  all  tickets  and  to  issue  new  ones 
available  for  three  years.  It  will  thus  be  possible  to  ascertain  the 
exact  number  of  tickets  in  use. 


CHILDREN'S    LIBRARY. 

The  stock  of  the  Children's  Library  has  been  also  overhauled. 
Of  the  1,500  volumes  recorded  in  the  Stock  Book  only  1,026  are 
fit  for  circulation,  and  of  these  237  need  rebinding.  135  volumes 
will  be  replaced  by  new  copies,  and  31 1  have  been  discarded,  as 
they  are  either  obsolete  or  worthless.  The  remaining  28  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Lending  Library.  The  books  have  been 
classified.  They  will  be  renumbered  at  the  same  time  as  those  in 
the  Lending  Library,  and  a  new  catalogue  will  be  issued.  The 
statement  about  tickets  also  applies  to  this  department. 
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REFERENCE    LIBRARY. 

Considerable  alterations  have  been  made  in  this  department. 
It  has  been  transferred  from  its  cramped  position  in  the  Reading 
Room  to  the  room  formerly  used  as  the  Ladies  Room.  The  books 
have  been  classified,  and  the  greater  portion  of  them  placed  on 
open  shelves.  This  change  has  filled  a  long  felt  want,  and  the 
room  is  now  used  as  a  resort  for  serious  study.  A  new  book  stack 
has  been  purchased,  and  the  ante-room  has  been  fitted  with 
shelves  in  order  to  accommodate  the  stock.  At  the  present  rate 
of  progress  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  purchase  another  book 
stack.  During  the  past  few  mouths  an  exhibition  of  holiday 
literature  has  been  on  view,  and  has  been  much  appreciated.  The 
best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Railway  Companies 
and  others  for  their  kindness  in  supplying  their  publications. 

READING    ROOM. 

Some  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  this 
room  in  order  to  give  more  seating  accommodation,  to  add  to  the 
general  comfort  of  readers,  and  to  enable  them  to  readily  find  the 
various  periodicals  and  magazines.  A  magazine  rack  has  been 
purchased,  and  also  a  newspaper  rack.  The  mistaken  idea  that 
this  room  was  for  the  use  of  men  only  is  now  being  gradually 
eradicated,  and  ladies  are  beginning  to  use  it  more  freely. 

LADIES    ROOM. 

This  has  been  transferred  to  the  former  Reference  Room. 
Arising  from  the  idea  that  the  Reading  Room  was  for  men  only, 
there  was  at  first  a  certain  timidity  with  which  the  ladies 
approached  it.  Since  it  has  become  known  that  they  also  have 
the  use  of  the  Reading  Room,  this  timidity  has  diminished,  and 
there  is  now  an  increased  number  using  both  rooms. 


RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 

The  conditions  under  which  persons  may  borrow  books  have 
been  simplified  as  much  as  possible.  Every  resident  whose  name 
appears  on  the  current  Burgess  Roll,  or  who  shall  produce  his 
receipt  for  current  rates,  or  for  his  last  quarter's  rent,  may  borrow 
books  on  his  or  her  own  guarantee.  All  other  residents  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  may  borrow  books  after  obtaining  the 
signature  of  a  ratepa3*er.  The  time  allowed  for  reading  has  been 
extended  to  10  days,  and  the  date  on  which  a  book  is  due  to  be 
returned  is  stamped  in  each  book  before  it  leaves  the  Library. 

CONCLUSION. 

To  bring  the  Library  into  a  state  of  thorough  repair  and 
efficiency,  a  considerable  sum  is  required,  and  as  the  income  is 
limited  to  a  fixed  amount,  the  work  will  have  to  be  done  gradually. 
The  Committee  hope  that  readers  will  bear  patiently  whilst  this 
work  is  in  progress,  and  in  the  near  future  they  will  find  their 
Library  replete  in  every  section,  and  a  real  bureau  of  information.

407  Books  and  Pamphlets  have  been  added  during  ihe  year  ; 
283  to  the  Lending  Library  ;  119  to  the  Reference  Library  ;  and 
5  to  the  Children's  Library.  Of  these,  287  Volumes  were  pur- 
chased, and  120  presented.  469  Volumes  have  been  replaced  by 
new  copies,  and  847  Volumes  have  been  rebound.  320  Volumes 
still  require  replacing.  The  heavy  expenditure  on  replacing 
worn  out  copies,  and  on  rebinding,  has  necessitated  curtailment 
in  the  expenditure  on  new  books,  and  many  sections  of  the  stock 
need  a  considerable  sum  to  bring  them  up  to  a  representative  level.

These  figures  clearly  show  that  the  Library  is  fulfilling  its 
proper  sphere,  and  adding  to  the  intellectual  growth  and  interests 
of  the  town.  When  comparing  the  number  of  novels  issued  with 
the  issues  in  other  classes,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  most 
novel  readers  read  from  two  to  six  novels  per  week,  and  in  most 
other  classes  books  are  borrowed  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  days. 
Every  Library  must  have  on  its  shelves  a  large  number  of  works 
indispensable  to  the  serious  reader  and  thinker,  and  the  issues  of 
these  works  show  that  there  is  a  demand  for  them.  The  natural 
inference  is  that  by  providing  such  works  the  usefulness  of  the 
Library  must  be  increased,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  by  paying 


attention  to  the  educational  side  of  the  Library  they  are  upholding 
the  intentions  of  the  founders  of  Public  Libraries.

LENDING    LIBRARY. 

The  Lending  Library  was  closed  from  March  21st.  to  April 
14th.  for  the  final  work  of  reorganization.  The  whole  of  the  books 
have  been  classified  on  a  modification  of  the  Dewey  "  Decimal 
System  "  and  renumbered.  Several  alterations  have  been  made 
at  the  issue  counter.  The  indicator,  except  for  Fiction,  has  been 
abolished  ;  a  glazed  show  case  has  been  placed  on  the  counter ;  a 
system  of  card  charging  has  been  adopted  for  works  other  than 
Fiction,  and  a  Card  Catalogue  of  the  Books  other  than  Fiction 
has  been  compiled  and  placed  in  the  Borrowers'  Hall.  The 
Members  of  the  Town  Council  paid  an  official  visit  of  inspection 
on  April  14th.,  and  expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  the 
reorganization.  Since  the  reopening  of  the  Library  the  Public 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  testing  the  usefulness  of  these  changes, 

I  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  they  much  appreciate  them. 
An    "  Author    Catalogue    of    Works    of    Fiction "    and    a 
"  Catalogue  of  the  Books  in  the  Children's  Library  "  were  issued 
in  March.     Of  the  former  350  copies  have  been  sold,  and  of  the 
tatter  150. 


REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  provision  of  a  new  book  stack  has  made  it  possible  to 
place  a  further  two  hundred  books  on  open  shelves,  and  the  use 
made  of  the  Reference  Library  has  warranted  in  every  way  the 
change  made  last  year. 


A  collection  of  Guides,  etc.,  to  Holiday  Resorts  at  home  and 
abroad  was  made  in  May  last,  and  some  four  hundred  such  guides 
were  placed  on  one  of  the  tables  in  the  Reference  Library.  They 
have  proved  of  much  use  to  persons  seeking  information  as  to 
where  to  spend  holidays,  and  have  been  much  appreciated.  The 
thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Railway  Companies  and 
to  others  for  supplying  most  of  these  guides.

A  debt  of 
gratitude  is  expressed  to  the  lecturers  named  above,  and  to  the 
Evening  Schools  Committee  for  their  kindness  in  providing  the 
hall. 

FABRIC. 

A  considerable  sum  has  been  expended  on  the  Fabric.  The 
whole  of  the  exterior  and  part  of  the  interior  of  the  Library  was 
painted  in  April  last.  The  floor  of  the  Reading  Room  was 
repaired  and  planed,  and  part  of  the  floor  in  the  Lending  Library 
and  Office  was  laid  with  cork  linoleum.  The  exterior  walls  have 
been  pointed,  the  perished  stone  chiselled  off,  and  coated  with 
Szerelmey's  Stone  Liquid.  Some  corner  and  other  stones  have 
been  replaced  by  new  ones.

Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  their  thanks  to  the 
Donors,  and  to  the  Editors  of  the  local  Newspapers,  by  whose 
kindness  lists  of  additions  and  other  matters  have  been  fully  and 
freely  published. 
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FINANCE. 

The  income  for  the  year  ended  March  31st.,  together  with  the 
balance  of  £296  2s.  8d.,  amounted  to  £843  lis.  8d. ;  and  the 
expenditure  to  £628  5s.  6d. ;  leaving  a  balance  in  favour  of  the 
Committee  of  £215  6s.  2d.  The  Borough  Accountant's  State- 
ments of  Account  are  appended. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  one  of  reconstruction.  During 
the  year  now  commenced  we  hope  to  widen  the  sphere  of 
usefulness,  to  build  up  a  representative  stock  of  books,  and  to 
make  the  Library  take  its  proper  place  as  one  of  the  Educational 
Centres  of  the  Town.

433  Volumes  have  been  added  during  the  year ;  388  to  the 
Lending  Library  ;  38  to  the  Reference  Library  ;  and  7  to  the 
Children's  Library.  Of  these,  396  Volumes  were  purchased,  and 
37  presented.  335  Volumes  have  been  replaced  by  new  copies, 
and  347  volumes  have  been  rebound.  It  will  be  seen  that  731 
books  have  been  purchased,  and  the  attempt  to  bring  the  stock 
up  to  a  representative  level  in  each  of  the  sections  has  been 
pursued  as  far  as  funds  permit.  There  are  many  sections  that 
still  require  additions  in  order  that  the  Library  may  fulfil  its  true 
mission.  The  necessary  expenditure  on  replacing  worn  out 
copies,  and  on  rebinding  is  a  considerable  drain  on  the  funds,  but 
the  public  much  appreciate  the  stock  being  kept  in  good 
condition,  and  the  stigma  that  dirty  books  are  circulated  no 
longer  exists.

This  total  shows  an  increase  of  8471  on  last  year's  figures, 
and  indicates  that  the  re-organisation  has  been  successful,  the 
easier  facilities,  and  the  more  varied  choice  of  books  appreciated. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  Fiction  is  52. 
This  small  percentage  is  not  due  to  the  neglect  of  keeping  up  to 
date  in  this  section,  for  each  month  a  selection  of  the  best  novels 
is  added.  The  increase  in  the  issue  of  works  other  than  Fiction 
totals   4397.       These   figures   show   that   the   resources   of   the 


Library  are  being  more  and  more  used,  and  the  Committee  hope 
that  by  pursuing  the  policy  of  building  tip  each  section  the 
Library  will  serve  a  still  greater  public,  and  satisfy  the  demands 
made  upon  it  as  part  of  the  educational  system.

The  publication  of  the  "  Readers'  Guide  "  calls  for  special 
comment,  as  the  innovation  enables  a  large  number  of  borrowers 
to  obtain  a  classified  catalogue  free  of  cost.  By  obtaining 
advertisements  a  large  proportion  of  the  cost  of  producing  this 
Guide  is  defrayed,  and  the  best  thanks  of  the  Committee  are 
tendered  to  the  Advertisers.  Two  numbers,  in  which  are 
catalogued  the  books  in  the  Classes,  Language,  Natural  Science, 
Useful  Arts,  and  Fine  Arts,  have  been  issued.  Subsequent 
numbers  will  be  issued  in  October  and  January  next.  This 
publication  has  received  a  very  cordial  reception  by  the  borrowers, 
and  until  such  times  as  "  Open-Access  "  can  be  adopted  it  serves 
a  useful  purpose. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 
This  department  continues  to  do  good  work,  and  the  use 
made  of  it  justifies  all  the  changes  that  have  been  made.  Here 
again  the  small  amount  of  funds  available  handicap  great 
advances,  and  there  are  many  gaps  that  need  filling,  especially  on 
the  Commercial  side. 


A  Bookplate  for  use  in  the  Books  in  this  department  has 
been  adopted,  the  design  for  which  is  the  work  of  a  local  artist, 
Mr.  W.  F.  Berry. 

Three  exhibitions  have  been  held.  In  January,  "  Engineering 
Literature  "  ;  in  March,  "  Nature  Study  "  ;  and  May-September, 
"  Holiday  literature. "  These  exhibitions  have  attracted  many 
people,  and  have  been  of  great  interest.  The  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  due  to  the  Railway  Companies,  to  the  Publishers 
of  the  various  periodicals,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the  Societies 
who  sent  much  of  the  material. 

LECTURES. 

Three  Lectures,  arranged  by  the  Librarian,  were  delivered  in 
the  Town  Hall,  namely  : —

A  debt  of  gratitude  is  expressed  to  the  lecturers,  and  to  the 
Victoria  League  for  their  services,  and  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
kindness  in  granting  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall. 

For  two  Winters  the  Committee  have  arranged  these 
Lectures  by  voluntary  workers,  and  admitted  the  public  free- 
The  time  has  now  come  when  it  is  necessary  to  place  the  business 
of  lectures  on  a  sound  footing,  and  accordingly  a  Lecture 
Committee  composed  of  the  Members  of  the  Library  Committee 
and  others  representing  various  interests  in  the  Town,  has  been 
formed.  Henceforth  this  Committee  will  work  independently 
For  the  Season  1914-1915  a  course  of  Six  Lectures  has  been 
arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Selborne  Society. 

DONATIONS. 

A  list  of  Donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix.  The 
Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  their  thanks  to  the 
Donors,  and  to  the  Editors  of  the  Local  Newspapers,  by  whose 
kindness  lists  of  additions,  and  other  matters  have  been  fully  and 
freely  published. 


Donations  from  a  private  source  have  been  few,  and  it  is 
impossible  for  a  Municipal  Library  to  supply  all  the  books  that 
are  required,  not  to  mention  new  books.  The  Committee  make 
this  appeal  to  those  whose  books  are  lying  idle,  that  they  will  not 
forget  the  Library,  and  thus  help  those  to  whom  books  are  a 
necessity.  Duplicates  can  be  used,  for  our  stock  needs  constant 
replacement. 

NORTH     MIDLAND     LIBRARY     ASSOCIATION. 

On  November  27th.,  a  meeting  of  the  N.M.L.A.  was  held  in 
the  Reference  Library,  and  upwards  of  fifty  members  were 
present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Members  were 
received  by  the  Ex-Mayor.  Papers  on  professional  subjects  were 
read  by  Mr.  J.  Potter  Briscoe,  Mr.  Wilson -Lambert,  Mr.  W.  J. 
Willcock,  and  Mr.  Dallimore.  After  inspecting  the  Library,  an 
adjournment  was  made  to  the  Municipal  Museum,  where  the 
Members  were  entertained  to  tea  by  the  Chairman,  Dr.  Appleby. 

FABRIC. 

For  some  time  past  the  lighting  has  been  unsatisfactory. 
In  March  eleven  ''  Regnis "  Lamps,  of  three  hundred  candle 
power  each,  were  installed  in  the  Reading  Room,  Ladies'  Room, 
and  Reference  Library.  The  heating  apparatus  is  far  from 
satisfactory,  but  the  expense  of  installing  a  new  system  is  beyond 
the  means  the  Committee  have  at  their  disposal.  The  floors  of 
the  Reading  Room,  and  of  the  Lending  Library,  are  showing 
signs  of  wear,  and  sooner  or  later  will  have  to  be  relaid. 

FINANCE. 

The  income  for  the  financial  year  ended  March  31st., 
amounted  to  £560  6s.  9d.,  and  the  expenditure  to  £534  18s.  3d., 
leaving  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  Committee  of  £25  18s.  6d. 
This,  considering  the  amount  of  work  done,  and  the  number  of 
books  purchased,  reflects  very  creditably  on  the  manner  in  which 
the  library  is  administered. 

The  Borough  Accountant's  Statement  of  Accounts  is 
appended. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  Library  grows  more  and  more  as  a  factor  in  the  work 
and  pleasure  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  persons  who 
reside  beyond  the  Borough's  boundaries  are  not  denied  its 
resources.  Every  day  an  effort  is  made  to  bring  home  its 
usefulness,  and  the  greater  the  use  made  of  it,  the  greater 
appreciation  is  shown  to  its  founder,  to  whose  beneficence  and 
endowment  we  owe  its  position  to  day.
